It was dug almost three 
weeks ago when a sewage line had 
stopped up.

Anti-Semitism Remains At 
High Point In All Germany 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—(UP) — 
An army adv iser of J ewish affairs 
reported today that anti-Semitism 
still Is deeply rooted” in Germany. 
William Haber, adv iser to U. S. 
army commanders In Germany and 
Austria, said Germans frankly told 
him J ews would suffer anew if oc­ 
cupation forces were pulled out. 
But Haber, in a formal report for 
19 48, saw no short-term solution 
for the problem which he said had 
shown itself In many ways since the 
Allies entered the country 
He listed desecration of J ewish 
cemeteries, prov ocativ e press arti­ 
cles, holding of J ewish displaced 
persons “ exclusiv ely responsible” for 
the Mack market, occasional “ blood 
libel" rumors and “ obv ious public 
antagonism against the J ews.“ 
He said many Germans were not 
anti-Semitic but that most of these 
just kept quiet on the issue. 
Haber agreed with Gen Lucius 
D. Clay that outlawing of anti- 
Semitism is not the solution. 


“ The eradication of anti-Semit­ 
ism in Germs » y must represent the 
spontaneous inner urge of the Ger­ 
man people and must flow from 
the democratization of Germany," 
Haber said. 
Hauer said U. £*. officials in both 
Germany and Austria “ hav e J ustly 
earned the undying gratitude of 
the J ewish displaced persons” In 
the handling of their problems. 
He said most J ewish displaced 
persons camps in the U. S. zones 
of Germany and Austria could be 
closed by J une 30, 19 50. 
Recommendations tn Haber's re­ 
port to Secretary of Army Kenneth 
C. Royall included: 
1. The “ strongest" representations 
by the United States to secure the 
fullest support of the international 
refugees organization for resettle­ 
ment of J ewish displaced persons 
In Israel. 
2. Rev ision of a-clearance require­ 
ment which, he said, in effect de­ 
nies permission to J ewish men cf

In the translation of J osef Cardinal Mindszenty's 
statement in court before his conviction on a charge 
of treason, these passages stand out from the others: 
"I never wanted to get into conflict with the laws 
. . . I did not have and do not have any trouble with 
the Hungarian worker, the Hungarian farmer. 
I did 
not want to take away from any social clasa any 
rights that belonged to them 
. . I thank Ood that, 
in the course of the Investigation, to my own severe 
conscience I did net prove to be an enemy of the 
people . . - this morning the following prayer came 
to my lips: Ood give peace in these days. Not for the 
future or the distan" future, but in thJ ae days. I ask 
this peace for my church, my love for which I brought 
here, too for the Hungarian state toward which I 
showed my obedience, and peace for my own soul. 
I ask the Lord to give the court the wisdom that It 
can pass a sentence which will guarantee a solution 
abroad and here.* 
The sentence was life Imprisonment.

schition J osef Cardinal Mindsrenty was guilty be- 
caus? he stood for the spiritual rights of human be­ 
ings against the temporal rights of a junta of polit­ 
ical dictators 
All churchmen *in Communist-domin­ 
ated states ultimately must be found guilty of trea­ 
son on the same score. None of them can serve both 
God and the godless masters of political dictatorship. 
The conflict between them is irreconcilable. 


Cautious Optimism 
For what it may be worth, the United Nations de­ 
partment of economic affairs has surveyed the world 
and concludes that things will be all right in 1949. 
Its report was put on the official records at the be­ 
ginning of this week. 
Most vital of th? U. N. agency's findings was the 
general easing of shortages throughout Europe. Asia 
and Latin America are still on the inflationary ropev 
however Food, generally speaking, is more abundant, 
with better prospects. Industrial production has be°u 
rising, despite spotty evidence of feet-dragging here 
and there. In this age of rationalized economics, the 
U. N. report will be given attention corresponding to 
that given the periodic reports of the president's 
council of economic advisers in this country. 


Down hill Psy chology 
The psychology of deflation is vividly Illustrated In 
a news picture of crowded pens in the Kansas City 
stockyard. 
It may be compared with previous pictures which 
showed the same pens empty. 
That occurred when 
stockmen were waiting for the price of beef to rise 
When the price is faring, there is a rush to convert 
beef on the roof into cash in the bank. 
At the same time, with prices falling, consumers 
are Inclined to wait as long as they can—to take ad­ 
vantage of a still lower price. This is esnrcial y true 
of durable goods, only partly true of consumer Items, 
such as beef 
It ex plains the slowdown In new con­ 
struction and the sharp drop in the price cf used 
automobiles.

among the causes of rising and fall'ng prices. When 
prices are rising, uphill psychology causes *>"•<•».s to 
accelerate the rise by demanding goods before the 
price goes st!’l higher, 
Downhill pycholoire on tbp

hold back until the price goes still tower. 
Producers and suppliers, meanwhile, must make 
the best of the consumers’ buylrg 
habits.

means, in the present Instance, trtn g to acoeVrate 
the rate of consumption by offering goods at tower 
prices.

“So our prob lem Hi this country 
is now to preserve the most freedom 
even when we find it necessary to 
restrict some freedoms 
for 
the 
general welfare. 
“A b ig strike that endangered the 
frneral welfare, or led to a revolu­ 
tion that b rought on a dictatorship 
and an end to all freedom, should 
not b e allowed." 
Yes, b ut a strike is lab or's b ig­ 
gest and final weapon in trying to 
force an employer into an agree­ 
ment on wages and working condi­ 
tions. 
And lab or fears that once there 
was a law forb idding strikes in b ig, 
vital industries, inch b y inch this 
power to stop stiikes might spread 
to the most non-vital industries 
and, in time, prevent all strikes of 
any kind. 
This is one of the prob lems con­ 
gress faces in trying to figure out 
a new lab or law that will protect, 
the freedom of individuals and 
untons and at the same time pro­ 
tect the general welfare from the 
damage of a b ig strike.
